Since  G.  S.  C.  W  is  a  state  school, 
it  is  interesting  to  know  that  Atkin¬ 
son  Hall  was  named  in  honor  of 
former  Gov.  W.  Y.  Atkinson,  of  New- 
nan,  who  introduced  the  bill  for  the 
founding  of  1|he  college,  and  with 
the  help  of  his  wife,  secured  its  pass¬ 
age  in  the  legislature.
